This series of Administration losses cannot be attri- 
buted solely to Republican solidarity. The Democrats 
have heavy majorities in both branches of Congress. 
But the Administration has been unable to firm the 
Democratic lines, and large numbers of its party mem- 
bers have voted in opposition to measures on which 
great prestige and authority were gambled. 

A major change~ may take place between now and 
1964, and the hopes of the GOP for making heavy gains 
in this year’s Congressional contests—including, even, 
control of the House—may prove groundless. Politics, 
after all, is an art, not a science, and the arts tend to 
unpredictability.
